Again, the Muslims go on their 
pilgrimage to” Macca and Medina with great 
enthusiam. Similary, the Jains visit Hastnapur 
and other places.. The ‘Christians, again, used ` 
to go to pay their homage to Bethlehem, ‘the 
birthplace of-J esus. 


“There is 8 vast. difference between the 
holy places of Fiinduism/and thoseof the other 
“religions. The significance. of the places af 
pilgrimage of other religions is connected with 
some past occurrence or the other. There are, 
mo doubt, some sacred places of Hindu- 


ism, which indicate past occurrences. For > 
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instance, Ayodhya and Muttra are the birth» 
places of Ram Chandra and Krishna, the great 
incarnations of God. But Hinduism hasmany 
places which have no reference to any past 
occurrences, They are naturally sacred. In the 
Uttrakhand, Badrinath is one of such sacred 
places of the Hindus. Itis the most important 
and famous of the four dhams—Badrinath 
Jagannath, Rameshwaram and Dwarkapuri. 
The authors of the Puranas have gone so far 
‘as to give it the name of paradise. 


This place has been inhabited by Rishis, 
"Maharishis, hermits, noble souls and gods. 
There exist the romantic valleys, the serpent- 
Jike curlings of the rivers, the snowy peaks of 
the lofey mountains with charming falls and 
cataracts. All these things are naturally 
attractive. A person visiting this place is 
'supernaturally animated. The healthy clim- 
-ate removes almost all human diseases. The 
very sight of this sacred place ca uses а man to 
aspire to achieve liberation. According to the 
Padma Purana, the Rishis explored this place 
sand finding it naturally sacred they’ resided 
and practised penance there.

Expenses - Expenses of pilgrims may differ 
according to the standard of living. А rich 
man may spend as much as he requires. But 
ordinarily the daily cost of diet for one per- 
son is-;10/- to -/12/- As. The coolies charge from 

í Re 1/- to 1/4/. for one day. In addition. to 
the daily wages. they charge two pice per 
day for chabaina (parched grain).At every sac- 

` ared place, a pilgrim has to supply Khichari 
(puise and rice mixed or boiled ‘together ) 
to his cooly. If a pilgrim stops at a place en 
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his own accord, he shall have to pay the 
coolies the cost of their diets for the day. 
If he does not wish to proceed for two or 
three days, he shall have to pay to the coolies 
extra wages as detention allowance. 


The hire of a mountain horse is Rs. 2/-/- 
per day. But ordinarily mountain horses are 
not available everywhere. The coolies keep 
their own Kandis and Jhampans. But a 
pilgrim has to purchase a Vandi for himself. 


The Kandi is carried by one cooly It 18 
not comfortable. A Dandi aswell аз а Jham- 
pan is carried by four coolies Both of them 
are very comfortable. A pilgrim should 
engage five coolies instead of four so that he

The house built by Sjt 
Sannilal Hanumaudas is situated at this ghat. 
The house has ccat an amount of Rs. 400/-. There 
are several Dharmashalas at Kedarnath Messrs 
Multan Chand Nagarmal have built a small 
Dharmashala which has cost a sum of Rs 500/- 
Another Dharmashala built by Hrishanath 
Shivakrishnadas Bagri has cost an amount of Ks.

One way from Devaprayag leads direet to 
Badrinath. The other Way, erossing the 
Alaknanda and the Bhagirathi, leads to 
Yamnotri and Gangotri along the bank of 
the Bhagirathi. 


Kharsara from Devaprayag —ten miles, There 
are ordinary ascents and descents on the 
way. The place 1s beautiful. 


Koteshvar from Küiarsara —four miles. Pilg- 


rims have darshan of Mahadeva at this 
place. 


Bandrya from Koteshvar—six miles, The 
place is good, 


Kyari from Bandrya—cight miles. 


Tehri from Kyari —six miles. This beautiful 
capital was founded by His Highnes Maharaja 
Sahib Sudarshanshah on the 27th of Dece- 
mber 1819 at the confluence of the Bhagirathi 
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the Bhilangna at an elevation of 2900 feet from 
the sea-level, There are two illustrious temples 
of Badrinath and Kedarnath. His Highness 
Maharaja Sahib Pratap Shah fourded Pratap 
nagar in 1877 at a height of 7900 feet from the 
sea-level at a distance of nine miles from Tehri in 
the northern direction. Jt is the Summer Resi- 
dence of the Maharaja. This city is very 
attractive. In 1896 His Highness Maharaja 
Sahib Sir Kirti Shab Bahadur К. C. S, I. founded 
Kirtinagar near Shrinagar on the bank of the 
Alaknanda. -In 1920 the present Maharaja His 
Highness Major Sir Narendra Shah Badadur 
К. C.S. 1, 0, 8 I. founded Naredranagar;a new

It consists of Cedar 
trees The wate? arrangement is made by means 
of wooden pipes during the days of the Yatra, 
Water often runs short on accouut of the breach 


of these pipes.
